{HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 
ILLUMINATING GAS POISON. 


| suffer from mild chronic illuminating 
gas poisoning through the winter 
months, without apparently suspect- 
ing what is wrong with their health. 
It is strange how many householders 
will breathe an atmosphere _ highly 
polluted with ‘illuminating gas, with 
its characteristic 
the sense of a visitor, and yet make 
no move to stop the harmful leak or 
leaks. 

Although earbon monoxide is the 
chief poisonous element, or ingredient, 
in illuminating gas, it is probably not 
so much the carbon monoxide in the 
gas as it is certain other substances, 
such as benzene or benzol, 
count for the 
in chroni¢ mild illuminating gas poi- 
soning. Carbon monoxide is not a 
Systematic poison like opium or ar- 
senic; it merely asphyxiates by 
crowding out necessary oxygen from 
the hemoglobin in the _ blood, 
hemoglobin being the oxygen carrier 
of the body. Flies and other insects 
which have no hemoglobin are’ im- 
mune to carbon monoxide; canaries 
and other birds are so susceptible 
that they are used 1m lic in 
mines. But illuminating gas poisons 
tlies that are not injured by carbon 
monoxide, and it is the benzol that 
does the business. This benzol in il- 
luminating gas (added by earbure- 
tion with petroleum) acts upon the 
blood corpuscles and hemoglebin de- 
structively, much the same as the 
pain killer or fatigue killer or sense- 
numbing coal tar derivatives, acetan 
ilide, phenacetin, aspirin and the like 
act.
